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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Application 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of a response to a non-final office action, which was dated on 

March 20, 2006 (Paper No. 1 1). 

Status of the Claims 

2. Claims 15-29 were pending. Apphcants canceled claims 15-28. Therefore claim 29 is 
currently pending and examined on the merits. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Applicants claim a method for the facile synthesis of hydantoin derivatives. The closest 
prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest Applicants' claimed method for producing 
said derivatives. For example, the acid induced "cyclocleavage" reaction was known in the art, 
but was not used with Applicants' currently claimed solid-phase piperazines (e.g., see Kim et al., 
"Solid phase sythesis of benzamidine and buylamine-derived hydantoin libraries" Molecular 
Diversity 1998, 5, 129-132, page 130, scheme 2, reaction 1, compound 1 1). Therefore, claim 
29 (renumbered claim 1) is allowed.
